Swinney, of Kansas City, Appcint- 
ed by Judge Philips— Could 
Not Meet Interest.

K ansas City , Mo., May 8.—In the 
United States district court here to­ 


day , Judge J. F. Philips presiding, 
the Sedalia Light and Traction com­ 
pany was, on petition of the bond­ 


holders, m ost of whom are residents 


of Boston, placed in the hands of re­ 
ceivers, and W. H. Powell, cashier 
of the Citizens* National bank of Se- 
dalla, and E . F . Swinney , president 


of the F irst National bank of Kansas 
City , were appointed joint receivers 
to take charge of the property and 
operate it for the benefit of the bond- 
hqlders and ether creditors. 
Messrs. Powell and Swinney will 
take charge of the property imme­ 
diately . 


The above special to the Democrat- 
Sentinel was received in this city at 
noon today and cam e’ as a si'rprise 
to all concerned. 
Mr. Powell was called to Kansas 
City y esterdaj' afternoon and at th at 
tim e was in ignorance of the pu# 
pose of the call. 
It has been known for some tim e 
th at the company was in fiLsncial 
difficulties and that Edward M. Deane 
& Co., of Grand Rapids, Mich., who 
are supposed to own a m ajority of the 
stock, and the receivers of E. S. Gay 
& Co., of Boston, who also controlled 
some of the siock, were not in per­ 
fect agreem ent. 
Besides this, the trem endous bond­ 
ed indebtedness 
of 
the 
company , 
reaching to ab.mt $710,000, was more 
of a burden than the earning capacity 
of the company could bear, and it 
was only a question of tim e when it 
would default in its interest. 
This it did on June 1, and the bond­ 
holders, it would seem, took quick 
action and appealed to the federal 
court for protection.
